"Who are they ?*» 

'* They are those," said Gabriel, " who have washed their robes, 
and made them white in the blood of the Lamb ;" v. 14. 
" And what are they?" 

" They are followers of the Lamb," responded Gabriel, " Chris- 
tians—all Christians— and none but Christians." 

If this representation be true, Children, the inhabitants of heaven 
are not known as Baptists, and Methodists, and Congregationalists, 
as they are called in this world, but as Christians; and the little 
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volume which I now offer, I dedicate to you, not as the children 
of Baptists, or Methodists, or Congregationalists, but as the chil- 
dren of Christian parents— of believers in Christ. 

There are books which are designed for these several denomina- 
tions, which advocate their respective doctrines, and are designed 
to promote their distinctive views. I have nothing to say concern- 
ing these books, but only that this is not one of them. No doctrines 
or creeds are here advocated, nor are they even once named. The 
volume is confined to a description of the chief places mentioned 
in the Bible, and the principal events connected with them. 

And, now, may I dwell a moment on the importance of such a 
work ? We like to read of events which have transpired in places 
we have either visited or heard of. The person who has learned 
where London, or Paris or Petersburg is situated, will, from that 
circumstance, take greater interest in events which transpired there, 
than in places of which he never heard. So, when the child hears 
his minister read on a Sabbath-day about Christ at Nazareth, or at 
Cana, or Capernaum, or Paul at Cesarea or Damascus, that child's 
interest will be greatly enhanced by knowing where those places 
are situated ; and especially will his interest in the Bible be in- 
creased if he has learned such facts as these, viz : the distance and 
direction which Mary traveled in going from Nazareth to visit her 
cousin Elizabeth at Juttah,or which Paul traveled in order to reach 
Damascus from Jerusalem, when on his tour of persecution.

PREFACE. 

Ths volume liere piesented to the pnlKc is de- 
fiigned for the use of cluldren, and to them it is 
dedicated ; but, besides its use in the Sabbath-school, 
and by Bible-classes, may it not find a place in family 
instruction? Particularly is it recommended to 
vu>ther8f to assemble their children at the close of 
the public services on the Sabbath, as inothers were 
wont to do some fi>rty or fiflty years ago, and exercise 
them in the lessons contained in the volume.

2. This mark or curve ^ shows that the letter or syllable 
over which it stands is short : as Ab'a-na, not A-ba'na—- 
Ad'mah, not Ade'-mah. 

3. This dash ' is called an accent, aud denotes that 
greater stress of voice is to be laid on the letter or syllable 
over which it stands than over fhe others ; as in Ab'a-na, 
lay the stress of voice on od, not on Oj or no. 

4. All that is further essential to remember is, that in 
such words as A-cha'i-a, the i-a is to be pronounced as if 
written ya; thus, A^ka'-ya, 

5. It may be added, however, that in a few words, such 
as Mao-e-do'ni-a^ the c is soft, as if written Jfo^cedonia ; 
yet in Mach-pe'lah the c is hard, as if written ifaft-pelah.

3. AcHAiA.^ This once included the whole of 
Greece ; but, when Paul preached the Gospel there, it 
had been narrowed to a small Roman province, some 
siady-five miles in its greatest length from east to west, 
and varying in breadth from twelve to twenty miles. 
Gullio, the brother of the famous philosopher, Seneca, 
was governor, imder the title of deputy, or pro- 
eonsul. The splendid but profligate city of Corinth 
was the capital.

They destroyed an ancient 
race of giants, called Zam-zum'-mims, and seized 
their country, which lay south-east of Judea, and 
north-east of Moab ; Duet. ii. 19-21. Their territory 
extended from the Ar'non to the.JaVbok,* and from 
the Jordan to a considerable distance into Arabia.

1. J!nti6ch* y^BA the capital of Syria, situated 
at its northern extremity, about three hundred miles 
north of Jerusalem, and one hundred and My abore 
Damaseus. It stood on both sides of the river Or6n'- 
tes, about twenty miles from the Mediterranean by 
land, and some forty by its several "windings. It was 
long the most powerful city of the East. It was 
large, almost square ; had many gates, fine fountains 
and beautiful palaces. Its inhabitants were exceed^ 
ingly profligate. It was subject to earthquakes, 
during one of which sixty thousand of its inhabitants 
perished. It is now called Antahia^ and contains 
about ten thousand inhabitants. It was the birth- 
place of the Evangelist Luke, and of the eloquent

It was 
also called Eabbath-Moab, to distinguish it from 
Babbath-Ammon, the capital of the Ammonites;

It 
consisted at first of nine judges ; then of thirty, and 
afterward of five hundred. Even in the time of Paul 
this tribunal sometimes met ; but it did not retain 
much power, excepting to regulate idol worship. 
Before this body Paul was brought on charge of 
being a " setter forth of strange gods."

Jish'-er — AfUhta-Toth — A'^sia (ashe-a) — As'-ke-lon. 

1. AsHER,* tribe of, occupied the north-west prov- 
ince of Canaan, and was bounded hj Syr'-i-a on the 
north ; by Zeb'u-lon on the south ; on the east by 
N&ph'tha-li, and on the west by the M6d-i-ter- 
ra'ne-an ; or rather in part by Pheni'-ci-a, in conse* 
quence of the tribe not expelling the Ca'naan-ites, as 
they were required to do ; Exod. 3cdii. 27-33. The 
greatest length of the province was about fifty miles 
by thirty-four in its greatest breadth. In many 
places it was of much smaller dimensions. The ter- 
ritory was exceedingly fertile, being watered by nu- 
merous rivulets, especially from Mount Lebanon. 
The number of the Asherites, when numbered in the 
wilderness, amounted to 53,400 ; Numb. xxvi. 4*1 ; 
and when they took possession of their inheritance, 
there were twenty-two Phenician cities, besides vil- 
lages, within its bounds.

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2. A^htaroth-Eabkaim ; or, Ashtaboth,^ a cit7 
of the half tribe of Ma-nas'-seh, on the east of Jor- 
dan, and one of the chief cities of the kingdom of 
Bashan. It was six miles north of Ed're-i, and was 
the residence of Og, King of Bashan ; Gen, ziv. 5 ; 
Deut i. 4. This cit^ is supposed to have derived its 
name from the goddess As-tar'-te, or Ashtaroth, who 
was worshiped there as the goddess of woods and 
groves, and was called the " queen of heaven." The 
moon was adored under her name. Her worship 
was mingled with obscenitj-. She is usually repre- 
sented with two horns, or a homed moon. 

8. Asia, which, before the discovery of America 
was one of the three great divisions of the earth, is 
now one of the four. It is one of the most interest- 
ing portions of the globe ; and while now it is to a 
great extent immersed in the darkness of heathen- 
ism, it was formerly the country where many of the 
sciences and useful arts chiefly prevailed, and from 
which they were diffused over the. earth. It was 
in Asia that the garden of Eden was planted and 
Adam and Eve were created. It was in Asia that

It was the strongest ciiy 
belonging to the Philistines ; and although it was 
wrested from them by the tribe of Judah ; Judg. i. 
18, it was recovered during the time of the judges ; 
Judges xiv. 19. It was predicted by the prophets, 
Zech. ix. 5 ; Zeph. ii. 4, that Askelon should become 
a desolation, and not inhabited, which prediction has 
been so literally fulfilled, that now not an inhabitant 
dwells within its walls, and its lofty towers lie 
moldering on the ground.

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Assyri-a — Ath'-ens. 

1. Assyria,* This was an ancient kingdom of 
Asia, the beginning of which was Nineveh, built, it 
has been commonly supposed, by Ashur, son of 
Shem ; Gen. x. 11 ; but, according to Dr. Robinson, 
it was built by Nimrod, who went forth from Baby* 
Ion, and having conquered the country, built Nine- 
veh ; and in this opinion he is strengthened by the 
fact, that the inspired writer is giving an account of, 
the descendants of Ham, of whom Nimrod was one, 
while not one of Shem's sons is mentioned till verse 
2 2d. The early history of this monarchy is uncer- 
tain and obscure. Its extent was different at diflPerent 
periods. At one time it was bounded north by Ar- 
menia ; east by Media and Persia ; south by Chal- 
dea ; and west by the Tigris, or Hid'de-kel. It waa 
three hundred and forty-five ncdles in length, and two

Pul's 
successors were Tig'latb, Pi-le'ser, Shal-ma-n6'-ser, 
Sen-na-che'-rib and E-sar-had'don. In the reign of 
Shalmaneser (b.o. ^22), while Ho-sh6'a was king of 
Israel, and Hezekiah was King of Judah, the king- 
dom of Israel was overthrown by him, and the in- 
habitants carried into captivity. This is called the 
Assyrian captivity ; 2 Kings xvii. 6, 6. At a later 
period, Sennacharib attempted to get possession of 
Jerusalem, the capital of the kingdom of Judah ; but 
the angel of death defeated his design by destroying 
185,000 of his men in a single night; 2 Kings xix. 
35. This was in the time of Hezekiah.

Under Esarhaddon, all Palestine became a part of 
the Assyrian empire. At length Cj'-ax'a-res, the Mede, 
and Neb-u-cbad-nSz'zar, the Chaldean, threw off the 
Assyrian yoke, under which they lay, and march- 
ing to the gates of Nineveh, the capital of Assyria, 
leveled it to the ground, and divided the kingdom ; 
Assyria becoming a Medean province. Sometime 
after this, in the reign of Zedekiah, King of Judah, 
Nebuchadnezzar besieged Jerusalem, and took it; 
the city was burned, and multitudes of the inhabit- 
ants, with Zedekiah the King, himself loaded with 
chains, and his eyes put out, were sent to Babylon. 
The vessels of gold of the temple, furnished by Solo- 
mon, with the utensils, were also sent, and placed in 
the temple of Belus; 2 Kings xxiv. 17-20; and 
ch. XXV. The modem name of Assyria is Kur-dis- 
t^', and is inhabited by Christians and Turks.

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2. Athens,' one of the most celebrated cities of 
Greece, and capital of the ancient kingdom of At'ti-ca. 
It was fomided 1856 years before the Christian era by 
Ce'crdps, at the head of an Egyptian colony. When 
Paul came to Athens, Acts xvii. 16, he found the 
dty, distinguished as it was for its learning and 
learned men, " wholly given to idolatry." The idols 
of Athens numbered 30,000. Mountains, valleys, 
rivers, etc., had their tutelar divinities, which led 
Patronius to say it " was easier to find a god in 
Athens than it was a man." But there was no altar 
erected there to the true God, unless it was one to 
him imder the name of the " Unknown God," whom 
Paul said they " ignorantly worshiped," and whom 
he now attempted to point out to the members of 
the Areopagus. But he had little success among the 
learned men of Athens, numbering as converts only 
Dionysius, the Areopagite, and a woman by the name 
of D&m'a-rls ; ch. xvii. 34. 

The illustrious men of Athens were numerous. 
Among them were Solon and Plato, Ar'is-t6-tle, 
S6c'ra-tes and De-m6s'the-nes, and many others. In

Babel,* a word denoting confusion^ and applied to 
a tower commenced by the descendants of Noah 
about a hundred years after the flood ; but which 
they were forced to abandon, God so confounding 
their language that they could not understand one 
another ; Gen. xi. 1-9. This tower was situated in 
the land or plain of Shi'nar, which lay along the 
river Ti'gris, from the mountains of Armenia to the

SIX hundred feet square at its base, and six hundred 
feet high. It was constructed of brick, there being 
no building-stone in that vicinity. The ascent to the 
top of the tower was by winding-stairs ; it is now a 
confused mass of ruins. 

2. Babylon.* The capital of the ancient kingdom 
of Chaldea, built by Nimrod, the great-grandson of 
!Nbah, on the spot, as above stated, where the tower 
of Babel was commenced. It was enlarged and 
beautified by several succeeding monarchs. But 
Nebuchadnezzar rendered it one of the wonders of 
tibie world ; Dan. iv. 30. The river Euphrates flowed 
through the city from north to south. According to

The 
divine predictions against the city were strikingly 
accomplished; so that, according to the testimony 
of travelers, wild beasts of the desert lie there, and 
no man attempts to pitch his tent there ; Isaiah xiii, 
19-22.

Those on tho 
west side of the Jordan were Kedesh of Galilee in 
Mount Naphtali ;^ Shech^n* in Mount Ephraim, and 
Hebron^ in the mountains <^ Judah.

2. C^sabea*Palestina,* a city built by Herod 
the Great in honor of Augustus Caesar, and dedicated 
to hinu It was previously known only as Strato^s 
tower. It was situated on the Mediterranean, thirty-

To 
this place Paul was broi^ht down from Jerusalem 
on his way to Tarsus, in order to escape the violence 
of the Grecians ; Acts iz. 30. 06^. As the country 
descended every way from Jerusalem, the language of 
the sacred writers is used in conformity to this &ot; 
see Acts zxiv. 1 ; xxv. 1, 5, 6, 9. Here Cbmelius, the 
centurion, resided ; Acts x. 1, etc ; zL 1 1. This was 
the theater of the divine judgment upon Herod ; Acts, 
xii. 19-23. To this place Paul was sent by Clau- 
di-tis Lf'a-as ; Acts xxiii., xxiv. ; and here he made

5, Corinth,' a large commercial city, situated on 
the southern part of the isthmus which joins the 
ancient Pel-o-pon-6'sus (the modern Morea) to the 
main land. It had two ports, Lechseum on the 
west, and Cenchrea on the east. The city was filled 
with magnificent palaces, temples, theaters and other 
buildings, but its inhabitants were addicted to all 
manner of vice and profligacy. They were in£unous 
to a proverb. Paul visited the city about the year 
AJ>. 52, and here preached the Gospel with great 
success, but amid much persecution. Here he con- 
tinued for a year and a half, and founded a Christian 
Church; Acts xviii. 1. On his departure he was 
succeeded by the eloquent A-pfil'los; but, false 
teachers soon appearing^ the peace of the Church

The Gospel was introduced 
into Cyprus by some Christians who fled from Jeru- 
salem at the time of Stephen's martyrdom ; Acts 
xi. 19. The seed thus sown was watered by Paul, 
Barnabas and Mark ; Acts xiii. 4, etc. The popular 
tion of Cyprus at the present time is about eighty 
thousand.

1. Dan, tribe of^* comprised that part of Canaan 
TrMch lay immediately north of Simeon ; and north 
of Dan itself lay Ephraim ; on the east it had Ben- 
jamin and Judah ; and the Mediterranean on the 
west, (or rather the land of the Philistines whom 
ihey foiled to expel). Including Philistia, the terri- 
tory of Dan extended east and west eighteen miles, 
and north and south twenty-four miles. When 
numbered in the plains of Moab, the tribe amounted 
to 64,400 ; Numb. xxvi. 43. The most eminent 
Danite mentioned in the Bible was Samson, one of 
the judges of Israel ; Judg. xiv., xv., xvi. 

2. Dan or Laish,* a city at the northern extremity 
of Canaan, south of Mount Lebanon, and near the

But no sooner had they be- 
come masters of the city, than for the first time they 
established idolatry Jn Palestine ; Judg. xviii. 19-30. 
At a subsequent period Jeroboam set up one of his 
golden calves in this city; 1 Kings xii. 28-30, and 
from that period till the captivity of the ten tribes, it 
continued to be one of the strongholds of idolatry in 
the kingdom of Israel.

3. Deebe,' a city of Lycaonia in Asia Minor, to 
which Paul and Barnabas retreated when driven 
from Iconium ; Acts xiv. 6, south of which it was

On entering Canaan, 
the thousands of Israel were by divine direction as- 
sembled on these mountains. Six tribes, Reuben, 
Gad, Asher, Zebulun, Dan and Naphtali, were to 
stand on the barren Ebal ; and six, Simeon, Levi, 
Judah, Issachar, Joseph and Benjamin on the more 
fertile and beautiful Gerizim ; and as the priests pro- 
nounced the curse of the law upon the disobedient, 
and its blessings upon the obedient, those on Ebal 
were to respond their loud " Amen" to the former, 
and those on Gerizim theirs to the latter. Thus all

This word is rendered in 
Latin by the term JE-g^p-tus, and hence our English 
word Egypt. It is bounded north by the Mediterranean 
Sea ; east by the river of Egypt, which separates it 
from Palestine ; south by Nubia ; west by Libya. 
At an early period Egypt was distributed into three 
divisions — ^Upper, Middle and Lower. Upper Egypt, 
or Theb'a-is, is the most southerly of these divisions, 
and in Scripture is called Pathros; Ez. xxx. 14, 
Its principal city, was the celebrated Thebes,* with

Lower Egypt comprehended the remaining territory 
extending to the Mediterranean, containing, among 
other provinces, the land of Goshen, the residence 
of the Israelites after their removal from Canaan. 
The common name of the kings of Egypt was 
Pha'raoh (faro). The Egyptians were gross idola* 
tors, their chief idols being O-si'ris and I'sis, or the 
sun and moon; besides which they worshiped the 



principal idols of the Egyptians ? What did these stand 
for?

In seasons of scarcity, 
neighboring nations were wont to depend upon sup- 
plies from f^ypt, as its harvests were usually abund- 
ant. In a time of famine in Canaan, Abraham took 
his family into that country to sustain them ; Gen. 
xu, 10. And in a similar season of want, Jacob dis- 
patched his sons there for com ; Gen. sdii. 1-3, and 
afterward went himself with his whole femily.

Bus was formerly the chief city of Asia Minon 
Its most celebrated object was a temple, erected 
in honor of the heathen goddess Di-a'na; Acts

At the time Paul visited 
Ephesus, there were a great many of these images 
manufactured in that city, and were sold in all parts 
of Asia Minor. They were often inclosed in silver 
shrines, or small portable temples, made to resemble 
the temple of Diana. The manufacture of these images 
and shrines was a very profitable employment.

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8. Jkrttsalkm,* tli« metropolis of Judea, and tihe* 
most celebrated city in the ivorld, is situated about' 
forty-two miles east of the Mediterranean Sea, 
twenty-five miles west of tbe Jordan, and about one 
hundred and fifty miles south of Damascus. Its 
latitude is north, nearly 82**, corresponding to a 
little below the lat. of Savannah, in Georgia. Its 
original name was Salem, or Peace, which is sup- 
posed to have been the capital of King Mel-chXs'e-d§k ; 
but when, and by whom it was founded, Scripture is 
silent; Gen. xiv. 18. It afterward became i^e me- 
tropolis of the Jebusites, who gave it the name of 
Jebus, in honor of their ancestor ; Josh. xviiL 28. 
At a later day it took the name of Jebusalem, which 
was sofbened into Jerusalem. It was so strongly for- 
tified by nature and art, that the Israelites, on en- 
tering Canaan, judged themselves not able to expel 
the Jebusites, but felt obliged to live with them, 
a part of the city only having been reduced at the 
period, probably when A-d6n-i-z6'dek, its king, was 
defeated and slain by Joshua ; Josh. x. xv. 63. Being

salem was greatly enlaiged, and embellished by 
numerous splendid and costly buildings. The chief 
glory of the city, however, was its temple, erected 
by Solomon. It stood on Mount Moriah, on tho 
spot where Jehovah appeared unto David ; 2 Girdn. 
iii. 1, and was built alter the plan given by David to 
Solomon, according to express revelation from heav- 
en; 1 Chron. xviii. 11, 12, 19. For the erection 
of the temple Dayid made all needful preparation, 
he and his princes, contributing forty-six thousand 
tons weight in gold, or the value of a thousand mil- 
lions sterling. Nearly 184,600 men were employed 
seven years on this splendid edifice ; and, including 
its courts to the outer walls, it covered a space of

captured the city, and laid the temple in ashes ; 2 
Kings xxiv. ; 2 Chron. xxxvL ; Jer. lii. Thus was 
fulfilled the divine predictions and threatenings con- 
cerning Jerusalem, the pride of the nation, and the 
joy of the earth ; Isa. iii. 8 ; Ixiv. 10, 11 ; Jer. vii.

On the ac- 
cession of David they were defeated in several battles, 
and at length completely subdued by the arms of 
Israel ; 2 Sam. v. ; xxi.

About the year 65 we find him again at Rome, 
where he was soon after beheaded.

Thd following qnestioiu are designed to test and perfect the 
popil in respect to his knowledge of the ** Biblical Geogri^hy.** If 
he has been ftithfal In the study of the work, the lessons which 
Ibllow will be a pleasant exercise. Many of the questions hare 
Indeed already occurred; but others are bow added, and fbnner 
ones yaiied, which will confirm and enlarge his aoqualntaDoe wiUi 
the Bible in req[>ect to the geography of the chief places mentioned 
in It, and the principal erents which occurred in those places. 

S. An answer to these questions, it Is intended shall InTolre a good 
deal of taming of the preceding pages, and some examination of tiie 
maps. But the pupil should reflect that all such exerdaes will help 
to sharpen his mental fiaculties, whfle ihey make him better ac- 
quainted with the geography of the Bible. 

8. It may be that some questions win occur to which the Tolume 
itself does not fUmish the meana of a satisfkctory answer; but 
should such questions now and then be met with, the pupil wil] 
refer to the Bible, or to some friend, to help him out of his per- 
plexity. 

4. Bear in mind that distances between places in the eastern world 
are not as well settled as in portions of this country. Scarcely twQ 
trarelers Judge alike on these points. If the author has tf^roximated 
nearly to the truth, it is all he anticipated ; and, after aU his efltots a( 
accuracy, quite probably that he has been in some instances misled. 

Finally, he could wish that the maps were larger and more com* 
plete; but they will serve to give the pnpil some idea of the rehu 
^ tlTe situations of countries, cities, etc A few places it has been 
found necessary to omit, in consequence of the limited sixe of the 
maps. However, the pupil will, probably, in such cases, be able to 
cMisult a larger map in some Commentary at hand.

*l. It may be added that Paul, according to tradition, was 
beheaded inthejicinityof Kome,ata celebrated place called 
Salyian Waters, and was buried a little out of Bome on the 
Ostian Way. In prospect of death, it is supposed that he 
wrote that sublime sentence which is found in his second 
Epistle to Timothy : ^^ I am now ready to be offered, and the 
time of my departure is at hand. I have fought a good fight. 
I have finished my course. I have kept the faith. Hence- 
forth there is laid up for me a crown of righteousness, which 
the Lord, the Bighteous Judge, shall give unto me.'*
